MAY SIDETRACK 
MILITARY PLAN 


Washington. July 16 <AA—(Senator 
George <D-Ga i said today the Sen­ 
ate may side-track President T ru­ 
m an’s $1,450,000,000 foreign military 
program and. instead, authorize the 
Army to furnish arms to Europe 
from surplus stocks, 
This move could be made by reso­ 
lution. George told reporters, w ith­ 
out taking forma! action on the dis­ 
puted arms program 
The veteran Georgian said the 
plan is not yet under active study 
—but it is one of the possibilities in 
sight to achieve an Atlantic defense 
against possible attack from Russia 
He added he ha' grave doubts Con­ 
gress will act at this session on the 
President’s proposed arms plan. 
George' statem ent came as foes 
of the North Atlantic treaty counted 
on ll certain votes against ratifica­ 
tion of the pact. Four other sena­ 
tors are listed as doubtful and their 
friends said they may go in either 
direction. 
The show-down will conic on the 
final vote next Thursday. And Sen­ 
ate leaders saw little rhance of any 
important change of sentiment by 
then. 
The opposition total is far short 
of the 33 votes needed to defeat 
the pact lf all 96 senators cast their 
ballots. The treaty becomes binding 
on the United States if approved by 
two-thirds of members voting.

NOTES ON CORN BORER 
CONTROL 
Since its discovery in the U nited 
States in the summer of 1917 th e 
European corn borer has gradually 
spread and 
increased its ravages 
until it is now considered am ong 
our most destructive insect enemies 
of sweet and field corn. Its control 
is a task every farm er and gardener 
, should undertake with serious study 
and consistent efforts in order to 
curtail present burdensome losses. 
Toward this end a few basic facte 
should be stressed. 
Many gardeners confuse the corn 
borer with the corn ear worm be- J 
cause the borer occasionally directs 
Its attack on the ear instead of the ! 
stalk. And in many instances It 
feeds on the tassel before it enters j 
the stalk. 
European corn borers may feed in j 
woody stem s of many other vege­ 
tables, ornam ental plants, and n u ­ 
merous weeds and grasses. These

Experience has

strated that a spray of wettable 
DDT powder, with a suitable spead- 
er added, kills a high percentage of 
European corn borers if applied as 
soon as the tiny yellowish eggs be­ 
gin to hatch. Thereafter three more 
applications are advised at 5- to 7- 
day intervals. 
Tests indicate th at little or none 
of th e poison reaches the cars, that 
is. the kernals inside the husks. 
However, experiments 
show there 
are doubts about 
the 
wisdom of 
feeding such fodder to milk cows 
or beef cattle which are nearing 
butchering age. Enough of the toxic 
properties may be passed on in the 
milk or dressed m eat to constitute a 
health hazard. 
Too. research points to the proba­ 
bility th at use of DDT year after 
year in the same location, regardless 
of w hat crops it is applied on, will 
likely “build up" a residue of poison 
in the soil which may later become 
hock, gladiolus, aster, zinnia, sm art- | dangerous. Apparently the fodder 
weed, pigweed, cocklebur,

For example, borer in ­ 
festations of potato plants occur 
frequently in the Lake states, but 
in eastern seaboard states thus is 
rarely reported. 
One of the major keys to better 
control lies in the fact th a t 
the 
borer lives over winter almost ex­ 
clusively in dead stalks it ravaged 
the previous .summer Thus, to re ­ 
duce the number of borers next 
sum m er it is necessary to reduce 
the num ber of over-wintering la r­ 
vae this year. 
The downy woodpecker rank* first 
among birds which feed on the E u­ 
ropean corn 
borer Robins, black­ 
birds, starlings, crows, and M on­ 
golian pheasants abo feed on the 
jie.sts. One community in C anada 
reports th at 
crows devoured 
one- 
fourth 
of ail borers living in a field 
of destroyed corn Skunks are useful 
allies in this warfare. 
O ver-w m tertng 
larvae 
develop 
into egg-laying moths in late spring 
and early summer. G athering and 
burning 
all infested plant refuse 
before winier or in early spring is 
an effective means of direct control 
Likewise plowing under such refuse 
in late fall or early spnng prevents 
norm al 
propagation. 
Feeding 
in ­ 
fested corn fodder to livestock is 
effective only where the stalk resi­ 
due 
is 
tram pled thoroughly 
into 
feed 
lot 
manure 
afterward, su f­ 
ficiently to crush all the borers. 
Otherwise untramped stalks 
con­ 
taining borers are common sources 
of field infestation from barnyards 
and feedlot 
Infested stalks of all kinds m ust 
be cut close to the ground to in 
! elude all secreted borers. 
Spraying sweet corn with derris 
begin 


ceptionally destructive, the gardener 
or farm er is fully Justified in spray­ 
ing sweet corn with DDT. But, if 
the growrr has previously discov­ 
ered that he can gain satisfactory 
control by using the safer derris 
(rotenone» spray, then the latter 
should be preferred In other words, 
until more facts are known about 
the effects of DDT in this role on 
hum an, animal, bird, and beneficial 
insect life, safer Insecticides may be 
judiciously employed even w-hen re 
suits may not be as satisfactory as 
from DDT. 
Like many other insect problems, 
com bat of the European corn borer 
should be emphasized through other 
channels as well as by insecticidal 
means. To illustrate, this insect can 
be effectively exterm inated by de­ 
stroying its over-wm tering home- 
corn, weed, and ornam ental plant 
gtalks in which it hibernates. If 
this debris is gathered - and burned 
before winter or plowed under deep­ 
ly iii late fall or early spring, most 
of the dormant borers will be kill­ 
ed and a potential generation pre­ 
vented If infested fodder is fed to 
livestock, it should be tram ped thor 
oughly in barnyard or feedlot m a­ 
nure to crush the larvae Bush fod­ 
der used as silage must be chopped 
to no more than half-inch lengths 
to insure borer destruction. 
Every person interested in corn 
borer control should write his or her

NOTES ON CORN BORER 


CONTROL 


Since its discovery in the United 


States in the summer of 1917 the 
European corn borer has gradually 
spread and increased its ravages 
until it is now considered among 
our most destructive insect enemies 
of sweet and field corn. Its control 
is a task every farmer and gardener

feeding such fodder to milk cows 
or beef cattle which are nearing 
butchering age. Enough of the toxic 
properties may be passed on in the 
milk or dressed meat to constitute a 
health hazard. 


Too, research points to the proba- 


bility that use of DDT year after 
year in the same location, regardless 
of what crops it is applied on, will 
likely "build up" a residue of poison 
in the soil which may later become I 
dangerous. Apparently the fodder 
of sweet corn sprayed or dusted 
early in the season for borer con- 
trol may be fed to most other classes 
of livestock with complete safety. 


As this editor has continued to ad- 


vise readers since DDT came into 
use, full knowledge of the ultimate 
effects of this powerful insecticide 
has not by any means been attained. 
We know little to date about its 
effect on friendly forms of insect 
life, such as parasites which destroy 
insect enemies. We can only specu- 
late on its effects on friendly birds 
or its dangers to human being and 
animals in its cumulative action in 
the soil. 


If the European corn borer is ex- 


ceptionally destructive, the gardener 
or farmer is fully justified in spray- 
ing sweet corn with DDT. But. if 
the grower has previously discov- 
ered that he can gain satisfactory 
control by using the safer derris 
(rotenone) spray, then the latter 
should be preferred. In other words, 
until more facts are known about 
the effects of DDT in this role on 
human, animal, bird, and- beneficial 
insect life, safer insecticides may be 
judiciously employed even when re- 
sults may not be as satisfactory as 
from DDT. 


Like many other insect problems, 


combat of the European corn borer 
should be emphasized through other 
channels as well as by insecticidal 
means. To illustrate, this insect can 
be effectively exterminated by de- 
stroying its over-wintering home- 
corn, weed, and ornamental plant 
stalks in which it hibernates. If 
this debris is gathered-and burned 
before winter or plowed under deep- 
ly in late fail or early spring, most 
of the dormant borers will be kill- 
ed and a potential generation pre- 
vented. If infested fodder is fed to 
livestock, it should be tramped thor- 
oughly in barnyard or feedlot ma- 
nure to crush the larvae. Sush fod- 
der used as silage must be chopped 
to no more than half-inch lengths 
to insure borer destruction.
